New Name, New Agenda for NBS 


As a result of the Omnibus Trade and 
Competitiveness Act, signed into law on 
August 23, the National Bureau of Stan- 


dards (NBS) officially became the Nation- 


al Institute of Standards and Technology 
(NIST). The new institute retains all of the 
traditional functions and services of NBS 
and takes on several new assignments 
designed to boost American industry in 
the world marketplace. The new respon- 
sibilities build on the technical expertise 
of NBS, the only federal laboratory with 
a mission specifically to support U.S. in- 
dustry. NIST will work with several new 
constituencies, including state and local 


economic development organizations. 


Four major new programs are called for 
by the legislation: 1) the development of 
regional centers for transfer of manufac- 
turing technology, 2) the creation of a 
focal point within the federal government 
to work with and support state and local 
industrial extension services, 3) the crea- 
tion of an advanced technology program 
to support and encourage the rapid com- 
mercialization of promising new Inven- 
tions and technologies and 4) the crea- 
tion of a national clearinghouse of infor- 
mation on state and local technology 
development initiatives.
